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Racism Panel: Faculty ‘Insensitive’ To Students 


The racism forum panel has 
formally submitted its recommen- 
dations to combat campus racism 
to the Academic Senate last Thurs- 
day. 

According to the report, which 
has been presented to President 
Donald Gerth, “faculty/staff be- 
haviors and insensitivity to stu- 
dents” emerged as the primary 
issue from the forums.

Suggested solutions include 
workshops and seminars for fac- 
ulty to encourage non-discrimi- 
natory teaching techniques, a 
mandatory workshop in spring 
1990 for department chairs, and 
repeat a faculty mentor workshop 
to increase faculty sensitivity. 

Due to the failure of ASI to 
“serve as an effective vehicle for 
students of color to participate in 


university governance,” the re- 
port suggests that the president 
review the appointment of stu- 
dents to committees, insuring that 
students of color are represented. 

To improve student-faculty 
communicatzon it recommends 
that a direct channel of communi- 
cation with students be set up such 
as a newsletter or handbook. It 
also recommends the establish- 
ment of an ad hoc committee of 


ASI Pay Raise Defeated

A proposal that would have 
increased some Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. pay to $500 per month 
was defeated in Tuesday's board 
meeting. 

Director Michelle Peterson 
authored the legislation that would 
have raised stipends for executive 
officers from $300. Peterson, 
elected last spring on the New 
Energy Working for Students slate, 
said the current stipends were 
discriminatory and lower than 
other comparable CSU campuses. 

“Not all students can really run 
for an office on ASI,” said Peter- 
son. “It pays $300 per month and 
that barely covers the rent. So, 
basically, if you’re not personally 
wealthy...you can’t hold an ex- 
ecutive position.” 

’ “Comparatively to other cam- 
puses with our population, we pay 
very low,” she said. Peterson said 


San Diego State pays its directors 
$675 per month, a figure that she 
thought “was pretty high.” 

Peterson would not stand to 
receive any pay increase. She is 
not an executive level director. 
Further, Peterson said she will 
graduate in the spring and thus not 
seek re-election. 

Early in the meeting, former 
ASI Director Michael Shahda 
scolded board members for not 
publicizing the proposal. Aiso, he 
said that taking action on the issue 
violated ASI’s bylaws which re- 
quire legislation to be posted seven 
days prior 10 a meeting. 

“| hadn’t heard anything about 
(the proposal),” said Shahda. “I 
came last night to look on the 
bulletin board to see the legisla- 
tion; it wasn’t there.” 

In fact, the item was properly 
posted for students but with no 


more discription than “Executive 
Stipends.” 

“It’s an issue that should be 
discussed,” said Shahda. “There 
should be student input on it. | 
would wager that the students 
don’t know about it, as evident by 
the lack of attendence here.” 

As board members began to 
deliberate, it became apparant that 
divisions, even among the nor- 
mally unified N.E.W-S. slate, fore- 
wamed the legislation was in seri- 
ous trouble of getting the needed 
two-thirds approval. 

An effort to avoid a vote by 
indefinitely tabling the main 
motion failed. Directors were 
forced to reveal there position on 
the politically dangerous pay raise. 

ASI President Steve Lawrence 
abstained from the vote. 

“Being an executive officer, it 
would not be appropriate for me 


minority students to monitor the 
progress of the concerns high- 
lighted in the report. 

The report also addresses the 
issue of campus Culture/environ- 
ment, suggesting that a mulu- 
cultural center “become opera- 
tional before the end of the 1989- 
90 academic year.” 

It also aims to encourage the 
University Union and the Hornet 
Foundation to “foster a multi- 
Cultural environment by serving a 
wide variety of ethnic foods, host- 
ing more ethnic music perform- 
ances (and) promoung ethnic art 
exhibits.” 

The panel found that the uni- 
versity racism complaint proce- 
dure was not consistent and sug- 
gested that each department have 
a clear policy for dealing with 
student grievances. The affirma- 
tive action officer and dean of 
students should also follow up, 
where appropriate, specific com- 
plaints raised at the forum. 

As the report was presented to 


members of the senate, President 
Gerth expressed his hope that the 
university would become a better 
piace in terms of relations be- 
tween the people on campus as a 
result of the forums. 

Members of the senate later 
passed the General Education 
Review Team recommendation to 
implement an ethnic studies re- 
quirement into the general educa- 
tion pattern. The requirement, 
which would not affect current 
GE. students, would address “race 
and ethnicity issues in American 
society” and would be similar to 
advanced study in that it would 
overlap onto another general 
education area. 

Most senate members believed 
the new requirement would not be 
the solution to the racism prob- 
lem, but that it was a definite 
beginning. 

The Ethnic Studies G.E. rec- 
ommendation will now be put to 
President Gerth for approval. 


Court: Don't Sell 
Term Papers 


Berkeley Communications Doesn't Object

A California Superior Court Judge Tuesday ordered Berkeley

Communications not to sell term papers, according to Deputy Attorney 
General Elena Almanzo. 

Paul Eger, owner of Berkeley Communications, appeared in the 
Alameda County Superior Court in Oakland with his attorney, Robert 
Kroll. They did not object to the court order. 

“We did not receive or respond,” Kroll said Thursday. “We agreed 
that we wouldn’t violate the education code. But we never violated the 
California Education Code.” 

CSU and the state attorney general's office filed a complaint and a 
motion for injunction against Berkeley Communications on Sept. 6., 
claiming violations of the education code. 

The education code prohibits the sale, or the agreement to scil, 
written work intended for academic credit. The code also provides for 
the closure of any business declared by the court to be in violation of 
the code. 

Although the court order was issued, Eger is allowed to continue 
doing business as a writing service. 

The complaint and motion were filed after CSUS Department of 
Public Safety conducted an investigation of both Allan Simmons and 
Eger. Simmons allegedlyagreed to provide a completed thesis to Offi- 
cer Ken Barnett in exchange for money, according to court 
2 documents. The documents also read that Eger agreed w provide a 
L completed term paper to Officer Kelley Allen in exchange for money. 

The court documents named Simmons and Eger as individual 
plaintiffs. However, Kroll said Allan Simmons is a name thai Eger uses 
ir asa writer. 

The order will go into court records after Kroll's signature. A written 
order will then be issued, according to Almanzo. 

University officials said they were waiting to comment until they 
receive 2 written order.

Center at any time of the day and 
up on the second floor a group of 
siudents will be huddled around 
the part-time jobs notice board.

The Career Development and 
Placement Center receives about 
20 new jobs every day to add to 
the board and the positions are 
usually filled by starving students 
within two weeks for both on-and 
off-campus jobs..

Most volunteer positions offer 
just board and fares, but for oth- 
ers, such as joining in a niver 
enhancement project or helping 
on the Asian Aids Project, there is 
the sheer satisfaction of knowing 
you have done something useful.

ment counselors, and an intern- 
ship and co-op consultant, Lynn 
Hubbard. 

Internships can be arranged for 
almostany subject, although most 
departments do have ther own 
internship co-ordinators that will 
arrange work placements withina 
students major. They can be paid 
or unpaid and vary from 10 to 20 
hours per week. 

The federal government spon- 
sored Cooperative Education 
Program is also run through the 
center and is very different from 
an internship. Students study for 
six months of the year then work 
for six months in the field of their 
choice, a field limited to what the 
government is offering at the ume. 

On-campus recruitment is 
another major service offered by 
the center. Over 200 companies, 
ranging from the CIA to retail 
companies such as Macys and 
many Fortune 500 companies, 
interview graduating seniors. 


The CSUS pyschological services department area. 


Eva Gabbe, who is the center's 
recruitment co-ordinator, is cur- 
rently trying to bring more com- 
panies into the program. 

“Lots of new companies are 
‘coming to Sacramento and many 
are targeting CSUS because we 
have a lot of fine courses and a 
strong achievement record,” 
Gabbe said. “Many of our stu- 
dents are hired by these compa- 
nies and our on-campus recruit- 
ment record compares favorably 
with other CSU campuses such as 
Hayward, (UC) Davis and Chico.” 

Gabbe admiis, however, that at 
the moment they do have a lack of 
arts and humanities related com- 
panies, such as advertising and 
newspaper groups, participating 
in the program. 

“We are trying to rectify this,” 
she said, “but the problem is sim- 
ply that these types of businesses 
receive sO many unsolicited resu- 
mes from college graduates, that 
they do not need to actively re- 
cruit people on campuses.”

provides a full range of services from treating severe 
emotional problems to helping the one-time patient. 

“It’s here for the student who is struggling with 
any aspect of their life,” said Dr. Francine Toder, 
director of the program. 

These struggies can be internal self-esieem or 
self-worth issues, or they can come from a student’s 
external life such as fear of succeeding, fear of 
failing, relationship problems or the stress of trying 
to juggle several different roles. 

“We try to be here to provide all the services you 
would find in any kind of an outpatient mental health 
service,” Toder said. 

The department, located on the second floor of the 
Student Health Center, employs about nine staff 
members. They are all generalists im their fields, 
although they do have special interests. 

Toder’s own interest lies in the cating disorder 


“I was not a specialist in that area, but when it 
turned out that we really needed an cating disorder 
program or a bulimia support group, | spent the 
summer becoming an expert,” she said. The bulimia 
program has been in existance for more than four of 
the 15 years Toder has been at CSUS. 

Beyond individual counseling, the center has 
started several support groups. Connecting and 
Reconnecting, a relationship development group, a 
women’s support group, and a stop-smoking group 
are among a few of the groups that have been tried, 
but demand for these groups varies. 

The permanent groups are Adult Children of 
Alcoholics, Bulimia Therapy, and a self-guided 
(and group) stress management program. Some 
groups are designed tocontinue throughout the year 
and are not designed to make quick changes.

To be eligible to participate in 
the recruitment program, seniors 
are required to register with the 
career department and atiend an 
on-campus recruitment workshop.

John Uhl, a 25-year-old busi- 
ness graduate who received his 
degree in business in June 1988, 
got his first and second jobs 
through the on-campus recruit- 
ment program. 

“The biggest help is that you

meet so many employers that are 
specifically looking for college 
students,” Uhl said. “Anybody 
who doesn’t take advantage of 
that is really missing out.” 

After Uhl left his first job with 
Nestle he realized how difficult it 
was to find a job on his own. 

“The hardest thing is getting 
that first interview when you are 
out of college. Because you've 
worked so hard to get your degree 
you don’t want co settle for second 
best,” he said. “With employers 
coming into college to see you, 
you can afford to be more selec- 
tive.” 

Through the Careers Alumni 
Service, which allows students to 
take advantage of the center even 
after they have graduated, Uhl 
found his second job as a manage- 
ment trainee with Genuine Parts 
Company. 

“It’s a golden opportunity for 
CSUS students,” Uhi said, “and

CSU To Upgrade Multi-Cultural Development

The multi-cultural develop- 
ment of CSU universities has been 
recognized by the 1990-91 Aca- 
demic Program Improvement 
Grants. 

Categories for the annual grant, 
funded and set by the chancellor’s 
office, are curriculum and faculty 
development for a multi-cultural 
university, improvementof teach- 
ing and learning, and campus 
community and student retention. 

All the CSU campuses com- 
pete for the grants. Each campus 


__ is allowed to submit six propos-. . 


als. The awards and grant money 
are different in each category. For 
improvement of teaching and 
learning, there are from five to 10 
awards of $15,000 to $30,000. 
The campus community and stu- 
dent retention and the curriculum 
and faculty development for a 
multi-cultural university are allo- 
cated three to five awards of 
$35,000-$60,000. 

The teleconference is a work- 
shop giving information and ad- 
vice to faculty and student affairs 
on. the best. way to write the pro- 


are needed t write the propos- 
als,” said Jolene Koester, interim 
assistant vice president for aca- 
demic affairs. “But the grants will 
benefit the students.” 

The idea for the development 
for a multi-cultural university was 
suggested by all of the campuses, 
according to Carol Holder, the 
statewide faculty co-ordinator for 
the API grants. 

“The requests suggested that 
there is a need to improve educa- 
uon by brosdening awareness of 


cultures,” said Holder. “This cate- 
gory is provided so th  depart- 
ments can examine the content of 
courses to reflect the world we are 
living in, to represent different 
cultural prospectives.” 

The multi-cultural grants will 
be awarded to help faculty mem- 
bers become better teachers by 
increasing awareness and sensi- 
tivity to different learning styles 
of different cultures, according to 
Holder. 

Areas which could be covered 
by a multi-culural university 
proposal include effective ways 


in teaching diverse or multi-cul- 
tural classes, Holder. 

“The development of a multi- 
cultural university is related to the 
deplorable incidents happening on 
CSU campuses,” said Holder. 
“There is a need tocombat racism 
and sexism in what and how we 
teach.”

Response To Editorial 


ASI Is Held Accountable 


Editor’s Note: The following is a letter 
to the editor by Associated Students Inc. 
Executive Director Peter Pursley, in re- 
gards to the Dec. | editorial in The Hornet. 
The premise of the editorial was that it was 
an injustice to CSUS students that they can 
do little to prevent ASI directors from 
spending money on themselves. 


Editor: 


Re: Editorial in the Dec. | issue of The 
Hornet entitled, “Accountability Needed 
In Associated Students.” 


The Associated Students Inc. Board of 
Directors is primarily responsible for the 
affairs of the ASI corporation. Anyone who 
atiends ASI board meeting can tell you that 
every proposal for an expenditure of ASI 
funds is carefully scrutinized and thor- 
oughly debated by the board. Any specula- 
tion by anonymous “insiders” that the ASI 
board is not fully concerned with careful 
management of ASI funds is simply wrong. 

The University President is required by 
law to approve each ASI budget and every 
budget change. Every expenditure of funds 
musi be approved by the ASI Controller. 
The controller reports to the University 
Vice President for Finance, not the ASI 
board. 

All actions by the board must comply 
with limits imposed by the California Cor- 
porations Code, Education Code, Title V of 
the California Cove of Regulations (which 
contains express limits on ASI expendi- 
ture), Executive Orders of the CSU Chan- 
cellor, and University guidelines to main- 
tain good standing with the University. 
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Anyone who believes ASI 1s not properly 
managing its financial resources can file a 
complaint with the Charitable Trust divi- 
sion of the California Attorney General's 
office. 

Actions of the ASI board are also re- 
viewed and counseled by three ex-officio 
board members: the University Executive 
Vice President, Dean for Student Affairs, 
and ASI Executive Director. The Execu- 
tive Vice President and Dean for Student 
Affairs are outstanding resources who are 
regularly consulted by ASI board mem- 
bers. I serve as ASI Executive Director. My 
background as an attorney includes sub- 
stantial experience advising Califorma 
nonprofit corporauons. 

ASI regular board meetings are open 
meetings. Each regular meeting of the 
board has an Open Forum period on the 
agenda to allow anyone interested to raise 
questions about any aspect of ASI busi- 
ness. 

ASI board members are elected. Surely 
there is no more powerful dev.ce for ensur- 
ing accountability than the ballot box. 

In view of these facts, it seems clear that 
reasonable persons would agree that ASI is 
fully accountable. 

The text of the Dec. 1 editorial raises 
some concems that deserve comment. The 
editorial characterizes ASI funding of 
organizations as an “injustice.” That state- 
ment is truly incomprehensible. It seems 
likely that anyone who filed a complaint 
claiming that the funding of student groups 
with revenues collected from the studeni 
body is unjust would be laughed out of 
court.

Speaking For The Unborn 


Editor: 


I would like to respond to some of the 
statements made by Tim Murphy ir: Dec. 1 
issue of The Hornet. 
tions (which consist of one percent of 
abortions or 15,000 annually not .01 per- 
cent as stated in his commentary) only 
occur when the life of the mother is threat- 
ened by continuing the pregnancy. How- 
ever, this is not the case. Abortion is legal 
for any reason and through ail nine months 
of the pregnancy in every state but Penn- 
sylvania —— where they just enacted the 
strictest abortion regulations in the U.S. In 
Roe v. Wade, the Supreme Court ruled that 
abortions could be done not only for life of 


the mother but for her “health.” The Court 
defined “health” in another case which was 
decided on that same day, Doe v. Boliv” ‘n 
this companion case to Roe, “health” was 
defined by the Court to include “all factors 
— physical, emotional, psychological, 
familial, and the woman’s age — relevant 
to the well-being of the patient.” Based 
upon this very broad interpretation of 
“health,” abortion is legal for any reason as 
long as a woman can find a physician will- 
ing to perform the abortion. 

On June 8, 1982, the U.S. Senate Judici- 
ary Committee found that “...no significant 
legal barriers of any kind whatsoever exist 
today in the United States for a woman to 
obtain an abortion for any reason during 
any stage of her pregnancy.” (S.J. Res. 110, 


pends into perspective. Director compen- 
sation is clearly authorized under Califor- 
nia Corporations Code section 5233. There 
is nothing seamy about director compensa 

uion. Many corporations annually pay d- 
rectors $10,000 or more, plus expenses, for 
attending four meetings a ycar. 

ASI executive officers put in substantial 
time on behalf of the more than 25,000 
students at CSUS. ASI executive officers 
are in the ASI government officer every 
day. They each put in 20-30 hours every 
week on behalf of ASI. 

ASI board members are governing a 
multi-million dollar corporation. The 
board is responsible for handling legal 
matters such as claims, contracts, and in- 
surance matiers, deciding financial affairs 
such as the ASI annual budget and appro- 
priations, responding to numer us special 
requests for funding from various groups in 
the campus community, deciding policy 
matiers such as employee rights and bene- 
fits, and participating in university rela- 
tions across a broad spectrum of issues. 
Serving as a board member is hard work. 

For handling this magnitude of respon- 
sibility and pressure, ASI executive offi- 
cers receive $300 per month. They are 
being compensated at a rate of $2.50 - 
$3.75 per hour — below minimum wage 
and substantially less than the $7.88 hourly 
rate ASI student assistants can earn. 

If an ASI officer must hold a part-time 
job, the inevitable result is that the officer 
cannot make a full effort on behalf of ASI. 
It seems clear that ASI officer stipends 
ought to be at least doubled to $600 per 
month, or perhaps all ASI directors ought 
to be paid $7.88 student assistant hourly 
rate.

Pnor to spring 
1989 elections, which were smoothly con- 
ducted by an outside professional agency, 
ASI elections were a source of chronic 
conflict that carried throughout each aca- 
demic year. Allegations of elecuon miscon- 
duct were frequent, election complaints 
were numerous, and there were widely held 
perceptions that the elecuons lacked inieg- 
rity. 

Even worse, numerous lawsuits chal- 
lenging the conduct or outcome of ASI 
elections were filed. The settlement of just 
one of those lawsuits cost $10,000. The 
members of previous boards spent the 
majority of their time fighting and bicker- 
ing with each other instead of working for 
the student body. 

The sum of $10,0C9 is smali price to pay 
to have an election in which the campus 
community can have confidence, the likeli- 
hood of complaints or lawsuits is mini- 
mized, and those elected can take office and 
get to work. 

Because ASI has been embroiled in so 
many lawsuils, it is not easy for us to obtain 
insurance. Most insurance carriers are not 
interested in insuring an organization that is 
frequently involved in litigation. One more 
lawsuit against ASI could cause cancella- 
tion of our various insurance policies for 
which we pay approximately $60,000 each 
year. If we loose that coverage, we are oul 
of business. Hiring an outside agency to 
conduct ASI elections is simply another 
means of insuring that ASI stays in business 
and functions well.

to vote one way or am ther,” said 
Lawrence.

Although individual counsel- 
ing is limited to eight visits, group 
participation may be ongoing. A 
student is also allowed to be in a 
group and individual counseling 
at the same time, Toder said. 

The groups have emerged from 
an increasing demand for serv- 
ices. Toder described the depart- 
ment as understaffed and said there 
is a waiting list for services as 
long as 80 students by the fourth 
week of school. 

The question in ali of this is, 
why? Are that many of our class- 
mates disturbed? Toder said col- 
lege students are generally the 
healthiest mental health popula- 
tion anywhere, but because of the 
lack of public and community 
agencies dealing with their prob- 
lems. the schools are seeing more 
of them. 

“Among college students, there 
will always be issues of self-es- 
teem, self-worth, because people 
are always questioning their abil- 
ity to do what they think they have 
to do,” Toder said. “Becoming an 
adult creates a lot of problems.” 

Beyond that, stress is the big 
issue. There is an increase in stu- 
dents from alcoholic or dysfunc- 
tional families. Toder believes this

problem has always been there, 
but now they have been identified 
and can get help. 

There also has been a dramatic 
increase in women’s reports of 
sexual abuse. Toder again believes 
that there are not neccessarily more 
cases, but the reports are more fre- 
quent. 

She believes that commuier 
campuses provide an advantage 
to students in that they can go 
somewhere else after school, and 
thus not feel so cut off from the 
rest of the world. 

Even though the only market- 
ing the department does is limited 
to having a listing in the course 
catalog and one in the telephone 
directory, waiting lists start to form 
about the forth week of school. 

Dean of Students George 
Wayne would like to see an ex- 
pansion of the center’s program 
using a crisis hot-line and other 
forms of after-hours counseling. 

He has seen it work at the Uni- 
versity of Colorado. When stu- 
denis aren't able to see a coun- 
selor, they can be referred to an 
automated machine that will an- 
swer questions about various 
subjects. 

“You would be able to listen to 
a tape by a highly skilled profes- 
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sional to get some relief (for a 
problem) until you can get to see 
a counselor,” he said. He realized 
it’s not a cure, simply a move in 
the right direction. 

Toder agrees that 2 hot line 
would be a valuable plan but is 
concerned about staffing and 
funding problems. Right now, a 
person who calls after-hours is 
given several referral numbers to 
call in case of emergencies. 

Toder is trying to initiate a 
program called “Listening Post.” 
It would be staffed by members of 
community churches but would 
be non-denominational. 

“It’s a way of supporting the 
mental health climate on campus,” 
Toder said. “These people will 
have some para-professional train- 
ing and they’ ll be there as caring 
individuais. In our society, there 
isn’t enough of that.” 

In addition to this, psychologi- 
cal services publishes informa- 
tion for faculty about how to deal 
with disturbed students and about 
referral services on and off cam- 
pus. They are in the process of 
printing a bookmark with the drop- 
in hours of the center and phone 
numbers. They will be placed 
around campus to promote stu- 
dent awareness of the services.

Student Watchdogs Monitor Campus 


There are two students at CSUS 
who feel passionately enough 
ions to question authority. 

Michael Shahda and John 
Murphy are the campus watch- 
dogs. They are neither elected 
officials, nor are they newspaper 
reporters. They are extremely sus- 
Picious of people with power. 

Some people who have to deal 
with Shahda and Murphy regu- 
larly are annoyed by their bold- 
ness. But there are those who 
appreciate an alternative opinion. 
Shahda’s mind is going a mile a 
minute when he’s thinking about 
the Associated Studenis Inc. and 
The Hornet. As a former ASI di- 
rector, he knows the bylaws of the 
Organization and speaks up when 
he sees something wrong. He 
keeps mewspaper reporters on 
their toes. 

Take for example, the last ASI 
meeting where Shahda made his 
appearance after a long semester 
of hibernation. He was the only

student in the audience —- also the 
only willing non-ASI director — 


He opposed the stipend in- 
creases, saying he believed the 
increases to be a violation of the 
bylaws. ASI was not the only 
group he criticized; he also said 
that the first time he heard about 
the increases was in The Hornet's 
editorial on Dec. 1 — a practice 
he claimed violated journalistic 
principles because the increases 
were never mentioned in a news 


story. 

Due to Shahda’s actions, the sti- 
pends weren’t increased. And for 
that brief moment, ASI was held 
accountable because a student 
stood up in front of the multi- 
million dollar board of directors, 
to object to the stipend increase. 

The other student who deserves 
recognition is John Murphy. 
Murphy wasn’t afraid to stand up 
twice in the racism forums to 


announce lottery money available 
for scholarships. He also yelled 
across the Pub and the Library 
Quad that he had applications for 
the scholarships. 

Not many students are as driven 
znd not many students would 
spend their own money copying 
fliers in order to inform other stu- 
dents.

Stone Wins

After helping start the ongoing wave of Vietnam films with the gut 
wrenching “Platoon,” Oliver Stone returns to top them all with “Born On 
The Fourth of July,” based on the novel by Vietnam veteran Ron Kovik. 

Apart from Stone’s ability to create a harrowing Noise and visual 
tautness that holds attention for two and a half hours, this film distin- 
guishes itself from the rest of the Vietnam genre with its encompassing 
view of the American culture which produced the war, and the culture 
to which the warriors returned. 

Stone went for the “whole story,” covering the life of Ron Kovik 
(Tom Cruise) as he grows up playing with toy guns as a boy and 
wrestling in high school, gradually developing the ideal soldier candi- 
date: one who transfers sexual energy into violence. Kovic goes through 
the war and comes back utterly thrashed but still proud, only to be 
greeted by a country likewise thrashed but not nearly as proud. 

This is a huge task, but Stone is up for it with a great performance by 
Tom Cruise and a solid supporting cast in juding Willem Dafoe and 
Kyra Segwick. This is a welcome role for Cruise after “Top Gun” — the 
slickest, longest and most effective advertisement for the American war 
industry yet seen by this generation.

Stone does a good job revealing violent American undercurrents 
which not only wrn boys into into fighting “men,” but also gradually 
tear American unity apart. The opening of the film, for example, is the 
Fourth of July parade in a small Long Island town in 1956. While 
firecrackers explode and people cheer like fanatics, Stone concen- 
trates on the war games of the young, presenting it as a scary Lord of 
the Flies-like scenario which later parallels the “real thing” in 
Vietnam. 

As a matter of fact, the noise and distortion of the opening scene 
sets the tone for the rest of the film. it is the same sort of chaotic 
aggressive noise heard as cops bash protestors, as the grisly wounded 
scream in pain, as the crowd cheers Nixon or Kennedy, as ex-patriots 
in wheel chairs argue in Mexico and as the coach screams at the 
wrestlers as they straddle up ropes. Stone is pointing ai a bigger Noise 
here, a din that makes it nearly impossible for Kovik to make sense 
of his life and his country, a place where “Blue Moon” has been 
scrapped in favor of protest songs. 

When will these Vietnam flicks ever stop? Not until veterans like 
Stone and Kovik exhaust their expressions of Vietnam's reverberat- 
ing effect on the Americans who fought it, and the country which 
produced them. This might do it for Stone, and we are richer for it.

‘Carol’ 
Must-See 


For The Holidays 


Just in time for the holiday season, the 
Sacramento Theater Company brings Char- 
les Dickens’ crowd pleaser, “A Christmas 
Carol” back to Sacramento. Through Dec. 
27, the theater's music-filled adaptation of 
Dickens’ story, subtitled “A Ghost Story of 
Christmas” and directed by Tim Ocel, will 
take the stage and lead its audience into the 
coldness of London’s winter months. 

In their adaptation, playwright Richard 
Hellesen and composer David deBerry try 
successfully to keep the original elements 
of Dickens’ story fully intact, while en- 
hancing the story line and characterizations 
by making the ghosts look more lively and 
funny at times, and by underlining key 
scenes with songs. Asa result“ A Christmas 
Carol” still tells the uplifting story of Eben- 
ezer Scrooge’s redemption, but also brings 
attention to the fate of the starving class, the 
homeless and the hungry. 

One might argue that Hellesen has cho- 
sen an easy task with this classic production 
because even people who have not read the

original book know something about 
Scrooge. But it is exactly this kind of fa- 
miliarity with the plot that presents a chal- 
lenge to each production team putting on 
Dickens’ play. It forces them to further 
enhance all the elements that we all know 
and pushes them to incorporate new ideas 
in the classical story line. The Sacramento 
production for example takes a couple of 
new approaches to Scrooge and clearly 
profits from this kind of innovation. 

Tim McDonough realisticaliy plays the 
miserly old man of Dickens’ imagination 
who is ignorant of the poverty he observes 
around him and who finds his sole pleasure 
in counting his money. Then one day, on 
Christmas Eve, he is haunted by the spirits 
of the past, the present and the future, and 
learns about the power and necessity of 
goodness. 

““A Christmas Carol’ is a tale of re- 
demption, of salvation,” says Hellesen. 
“More than that, it is a tale of salvation

Can Corporations Be Held Morally Responsible For Their Actions? ¢ 





Corporations are made up of individuals 
who, collectively or singularly, make deci- 
sions that have effect beyond their own 
sphere of action. When a corporation de- 
cides to dump its sewage and waste into the 
river, that decision effects not only ther 
suppliers, distributors and consumers, but 
also people who have no other direct rela- 
tionship with the corporation. The recrea- 
tional fisherman, the townspeople down 
stream who have to drink the water and 
everyday folks who like to see clean water 
are adversely affected by a decision over 
which they had no control. 

If an individual were to act in a similar 
manner there is no doubt that he would be 
held criminally accountable. There are 
many laws in existence that prohibit dump- 
ing of private garbage on public lands. 
Without such laws there would be an over- 
abundance of refuse in our city parks and 
national forests. But these same individuals 
would also be held moraily accountable for 
their objectionable behavior. Why then are 
corporations allowed to dump their waste 
into rivers and into the ocean? And if this 
argument were to be extrapolated to en- 
compass other behaviors of moral 
consequence,where is the line drawn dis- 
tinguishing moral accountability? There is 
no doubt that we can hold individuals 
morally accountable, but is it possible to 
hold a corporation, as an entire entity, 
morally responsible for the actions of its 
indi vidual officers? 

To answer this question one must first 
look at the nature of a corporation. It is a 
legal entity organized for the purpose of 
taxation, and so that it may exist in perpe- 
tuity. A corporation is staffed by personnel 
that make decisions in the name of the

Suppose you had a rash on your face.

Or do we 
dare to consider the other possibility: That 
what we thought might be a cure is only 


by David A. Martin 
corporation, and with the authority given 
them by the board of directors. At no time 
does “The Corporation” make a decision. 
The building doesn’t issue a policy state- 
ment, nor do the individual stocks, as 
pieces of paper, type out resolutions. But 
that cannot release the decision makers 
from their responsibility to behave in a 
morally responsible manner. Someone 
must be culpable if there is a desire to 
prevent obtrusive behavior. 

So we are faced with the dilemma of 
requiring someone to be responsible for the 
actions of a corporation, but not being able 
to hold the legal entity itself accountable. 
But this is not as paradoxical as it seems if 
we look at a corporation and realize that it 
would not functionally exist without the 
actions of its officers. And when we do this 
we can divide the corporation into different 
phases of existence, defined according to 
who is at the helm. As we do this, we can 
hold the key people responsibie for actions 
they take in the name of the corporation. 
Using this as a guide, we can say that 
corporations can and ought to be held 
morally responsible for their actions. 

If a corporation can be held morally 
accountable, what are that corporations 
moral obligations? And to whom are they 
accountable? Milton Friedman says that 
the corporation is responsible to the share- 
holders to increase profits, that ary actions 
that deter that goal are in direct violation of 
what can be considered at least an implied 
contract between the shareholders and ihe 
corporate officers to increase shareholders 
investments. Christopher Stone says at 
best, it is only an implied contract, and 
sometimes it is necessary to break that 


higher social concern. It seems that if a 
corporation, which has the legal status 
similar to that of an individual, and which 
can be held morally responsible for im- 
moral behavior, acts in such a way to bring 
about harm or inconvenience to a larger 
number of people than it benefits, then the 
majority ought to be able two force that 
corporation to repair that harm (a utilitarian 
view). And the only thing that gives that 
majority the power to require such restitu- 
tion lies in its ability to hold that corpora- 
tion morally accountable. Someone must 
look at the practical difficulties of enforc- 
ing a moral code, but here we are only 
concerned with the right to have a moral 
code, as it is applicable to corporations. 
As is often the case, many times there 
are more than two opposing views of what 
is morally correct. The corporation may 
have one view, and the environmentalist 
may have another, with more middle-of- 
the-road proponents espousing yet another 
position. To whom is the corporation re- 
sponsible now? If the officers have an 
agenda that is responsible, and takes into 
consideration those who will ultimately be 
affected by the corporate decision, then 
truly their only recourse is to behave in a 
way that maximizes shareholder profit 
while at the same time minimizing non- 
shareholder harm. As an example, if a cor- 
poration is pressured by environmental 
groups to stop emitting certain sulphurs 
from its processing plants, which have been 
determined by the government not to be 
extremely harmful, the corporation is faced 
with concerns based on three different 
agendas. A morally acceptable way to deal 
with this would be to reduce the sulphurs as 
much as possible without incurring signifi-

Affirmative Discrimination 


Let's try another metaphor. A pitch is 
high and outside, but the umpire mistak- 
enly calls it a strike. He realizes his mis- 
take, and feels tad about it, and the angry 
outburst from the crowd doesn’t make him 
feel any better.

It 
reduces living, breathing, caring human 
beings to a bunch of anonymous numbers 
in a bunch of racially-designated columns, 
and seeks to equalize the totals in those 
columns with the totals in another bunch of 


in the ridiculous position of telling us in 
one breath that racial discrimination is 
wrong, and in the next breath telling us that 
it is required.

One of the most difficult of objections to 
self-controlled corporate responsibility to 
overcome is the argument that in no way are 
business people in a position to decide and 
implement plans that would improve the 
social condition of our nation. Not only do 
they not have the training, but they are not 
politically accountable for their actions, 
except to their own shareholders. This is a 
valid concern, but not one which allows 
corporations to preclude themselves from 
moral accountability. This excuse is invalid 
primarily because it presupposes the an- 
tagonistic relationship among the different 
sectors of influence will continue. The 
government, the corporation (and all its 
benefactors) and the non-shareholders are 
antagonistic now because of the contradic- 
tory navzre of their respective agendas. If a 
more conciliatory relationship existed in 
which all had at least a marginally compat- 
ible agenda, and one in which all sectors of 
the society had a hand in developing, the 
resulting compromise would truly benefit 
all. If we are all to share a physical and 
moral existence with one another then it is 
necessary for a mutual respect to exist in 
order to facilitate harmony. 

No one is asking for corporations to 
assume an unequal share of moral respon- 
sibility, only that they share an equal com- 
mitment, and that their morality be reflec- 
tive of the needs and thoughts of the society 
that they exist within. For too long corpo- 
rations have hidden behind the words of 
Adam Smith and Milton Friedman. No 
longer is our society one in which we can 
afford to let an entity as powerful as that of 
the corporation operate unchecked.

President Bush has declared an end to 
the cold war, and I believe that this reduc- 
tion in East-West tensions will profoundly 
affect the United States’ relationships 
with the rest of the world. Hopefully now 
we will be able to focus more of our 
aitention and resources towards north- 
south issues such as the serious problems 
of poverty and underdevelopment in the 
third world. 

The issue is money. Both the United 
States and the Soviet Union have been 
borrowing from world money markets to 
pay for an arms race which has made the 
term “superpower” a gross understate- 


ment. 
In a little over a decade the United 





States has gone from being the world’s 
largest creditor to being the largest debtor 
nation. At the same time we are paying for 
the defense of countries who are badly 
beating us in industries which we used to 
dominate while we neglect serious social 
and environmental problems at home. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet’s Eastern bloc is 
failing apart. East and west Europe living 
side by side is a glaring example that cen- 
trally-planned economies simply don't 
work very well. Poland and Hungary have 
denounced communism in favor of free 
market economies and multi-party democ- 
racy. East Germany, Czechoslovakia, and 
Yugoslavia are likely to be next. 

Last week, the Soviet lawmakers took a 
major step towards decentralization of the 
country’s economy by voting to permit 
entrepreneurs t lease state-owned land, 
factories, equipment and other property to 
develop private businesses. Private busi- 
nesses in the Soviet Union are called col- 
lectives to avoid ideological embarrass- 
ment, bui they should not be embarrassed 
about the need for capitalism. After all, rich 
Capitalist countries all have quite a bit of 
socialism integrated into their economies. 

It appears the cold war rivals have more 
in common than we do differences as we 
approach the 21st century, and this is pri- 
marily the result of exponential increases 
in world economic interdependence. It is a

sad indictment of human nature that it took 
economic crisis for us to realize peace is the 
answer. There was not a sudden enlighten- 
ment or moral awakening in our national 
leadership. It was a strong realization that 
the cold war is too damn expensive. 

There are several reasons why the de- 
cline of the cold war should have a positive 
effect on development programs in the 
third world. During the cold war, the United 
States has had the habit of viewing almost 
every geo-political conflict in the third 
world in an east-west or “communist vs. 
democracy” that we back dictatorships that 
also tend to advance their own political 
agenda at the expense of social reform and 
development. Hindsight shows us the real 
roots of revolution come from injustice and 
poverty rather than ideological differences. 
Nicargua is a classic example. Instead of 
helping to establish a true democracy, we 
let our cold war mentality lead us to spend 
millions in military and economic aid help- 
ing the ruthless and corrupt Samoza re- 
gime. Perhaps our fight against commu- 
nism would have been successful if we had 
addressed the problems of underdevelop- 
ment and poverty. 

Although world economic interdepend- 
ence has been largely responsible for end- 
ing the coid war, it has hurt development 
programs in the third world. In aggregate 
terms, third world growth has been suc- 
cessful, but it is not keeping pace with 
population increases and, more impor- 
tantly, development is being constrained by 
the third world debt crises. 

In an effort to repay foreign debt, third 
world countries are being forced to accept 
severe austerity programs which are in- 
creasing poverty. Funding for health and 
educational programs is being cut, to in- 
crease exports more and more land is being 
used to grow cash crops such as coffee and 
bananas for northern markets instead of 
growing food for the local populations. The 
result is increasing hunger and malnutri- 
uon. 

It is common knowledge that multina- 
tional companies locate production facili- 
ties in poor countries for cheap labor re- 
sources. However, the attraction is often an 
absence of labor laws and environmental 
concrols. As a resuli, these countries which 
are desperate for foreign investment, be- 
come {oxic nightmares and employees are 
subject to horrible working conditions. The 
owners are typically kind, well-meaning 
folks who have no idea they are contribul- 
ing to these problems because this informa- 


tion is not printed in the annual report to 
stockholders. Just as corporate America is 
increasing productivity with programs that 
encourage employees to exercise, reduce 
drug and alcohol abuse and manage stress, 
it is reasonable to assume multinationals in 
the third world could be more productive 
by providing employees with adequate 
drinking water, ventilation and reasonable 
protection from toxic chemicals. 

Hopefully, the end of the cold war will 
allow us to shift our attention to north-south 
issues. The international economic order, 
with ali its positive aspects, has been a 
serious hardship on the world’s poorest 
people. 

As capitalists we want development in 
the third world because it means expanding 
markets for our products and services. As 
people we want development in the third 
world because human beings should not 
have to suffer under the conditions of abso- 
lute poverty which exist in most countries 
of the world. 

Over 80 percent of the United Nations’ 
budget is allotted to economic and social 
activities. The United Nations and its affili- 


the third worid but they have fallen far short 
of achieving success on a large scale. For 
one thing, the magnitude of the problem is 
so great that the United Nation’s develop- 
ment agencies have scattered small 
amounts of help throughout the world 
rather than making significant progress in 
any particular regions. 

Another problem is lack of consensus. 
Since most countries are underdeveloped, 
there is a constant push in the General 
Assembly for development programs, but 
they have difficulty securing the coopera- 
tion of those states which possess the ma- 
jority of the world’s wealth. For example, 
the U.N. has set a target since the 1960s of 
a resource transfer of one percent of GNP 
from the developed to 
countries. In recent years, the U.S. which is 
the largest donor, has varied its level of 
assistance between .19 percent to .27 per- 
cent of GNP. This is about half the rate we 
donated in the 1960s. 

The International Development Asso- 
ciation (IDA) was created to help the 
world’s poorest nations, sometimes re- 
ferred to now as fourth world nations. 
These are nations with per capita GNP 
below $800. Between 1960 and 1985 the 
United States has reduced its contributions 
from 41.89 percent to 25 percent. Other 
countries have filled in the gap, but is it just 
coincidence that as our spending on the 


arms race multiplied, our contribution 
rates to third world development declined? 
As the cold war ends we will see if this 
trend reverses. 

Although some U.N. agencies have had 
positive impacts on development, we can- 
not blame only the weaknesses in the U.N. 
system for its general failure to achieve its 
development goals. 

Many experts agree that strong multilat- 
eral cooperation could end hunger in the 
third world shortly after the turn of the 
century, but there are many factors that 
would have to happen for this to become a 
reality: 


1. Political and economic stability must 
be present so foreigners will invest in third 





world countries and nationals will be in- 
clined to keep their capital in the country. 

2. Improvements must be made in 
education, agriculwre, and population 
control. 

3. There must be solutions and coopera- 
tion in solving the international debt prob- 
lem which is draining poor countries of the 
means for development. This includes the 
need for some kind of stabilization of 
commodity prices. 

While defense must always remain a 
top priority, the end of the cold war will 
hopefully allow us to shift our attention and 
resources to solving the problems of pov- 
erty and development in the third world. 
Anyone who has visited poor countries can 
atiest to just how important and difficult 
yet gratifying it would be to accomplish 
this mission. It will require cooperation by 
govenment, businesses and international 
agencies of the U.N. It will require lots of 
sweat and hard work by citizens in under- 
develped nations. It will require informed 
choices in consumption patterns by citi- 
zens in the developed nations. As we end 
the 1980s there is a long way to go toward 
making the world a better place to live, but 
this should keep us busy and thinking as we 
move into the "90s.

Here And N.O.W. 


On the state level, the National Organi- 
zation For Woman (NOW) represents close 
to 30 bills in legislation. The issues range 
from child care, health care and pay equity, 
to sexual assault, violent crimes and protec- 
tion for the elderly. 

On a community level, NOW exists in 
the form of 50 chapters statewide, with over 
27,000 members to date. 

Linda Joplin, state coordinator of NOW, 
explains that “although the issues of 20 
years ago have become a great deal more 
subtle, there is still a definite need for 
feminist support groups, organized in the 
name of equal rights and fairness.” 

Joplin herself became involved in the 
Women’s Movement after coaching and 
teaching at a Manteca, California high 
school for four years. 

“I was the only female coach, and I was 
constantly reminded of that. | felt that the 
girls’ athletic teams were continuously 
suppressed, both in terms of emotional and 
financial support.” She explains that her 
own teams only received the ‘left overs’ in 
the school budget, after the men’s teams 
were ‘taken care of.’ 

Joplin felt like she was in a stagnant, no 
win situauon, beating her head up against a 
wall that wouldn’t budge. So after her 
fourth year, she quit teaching and went back 
CSUS, where she had graduated from, to 
work on her master’s degree in physical 
education. 

During this time, Joplin became in- 
volved in the organized effort io campaign 
for the Equal Rights Amendment Exten- 
sion. “J felt a strong desire to become 
involved in the protection of rights, after 
my Own oppressive, personal experience.” 

Joplin went on to found the Yolo County 
(Davis) NOW Organization in 1981. 

“NOW has been the catalyst for 
change— it has pushed forward the issue of 
women’s rights, and been the cutting edge

for similar organizations which have since 
adopted the same values and issues,” ex- 
plains Janeen Coleman, NOW member and 
Feminist Health Center employee. 

Many Mainstream clubs do share simi- 
lar beliefs, although they do not label them- 
selves as feminist groups. For example, the 
League of Women Voters is considered a 
pro-choice group, backing up many of 
NOW’s issues in legislation. 

“It is great seeing young women in- 
volved. The oppression has been forced to 
take on a much more subtle tone than that 
which existed 20 years ago, but it still ex- 
ists,” Joplin explains. 

In Santa Barbara, in fact, the younger 
women have become so involved that the 
chapter is now living on the UC campus. 
And last spring, students at UC Davis held 
a 3 month, 24-hour vigil in the name of re- 
productive rights. 

Here at CSUS, the women’s studies 
departmeni at CSUS has, as of this year, 
obtained a senate representative. “Hope- 
fully, a feminist voice will be heard more 
clearly now,” says Bethania Gonzales, 
women’s studies CSUS professor. 

There ‘« talk of beginning an affiliate 
chapter at CSUS next spring, but the cam- 
pus is slightly more adverse to feminist 
issues than others that have already begun 
various feminist organizations. 

“Sacramento is a fairly conservative 
area, and adopting feminist values may be 
a little slower evolution, and the campus is 
no exception,” explains Joplin. “But it is 
very reinforcing to see young women, 
overall, showing a consciousness about 
equality, and personal worth. Although, 
fortunately, we have seen wonderful pro- 
gression over the last couple of decades, it 
is important that women realize much 
effort is stili needed, in both achieving 
further, and maintaining what we have al- 
ready gained as it relaies to fairness.”

ica has learned a lesson from that loss, in the 
form of a recent measure 0 compensate 
thousands of Japanese- Americans unjustly 
incarcerated during World War II. While 
some of these victims are still alive, the 
country has a chance to publicly apologize, 
and offer some measure of monetary com- 
pensation, however inadequate. 

Many survivors of the Holocaust are also 
still alive today, and some of the former 
Nazis who persecuted them are still in hid- 
ing throughout the world. These have been 
branded as war criminals by an interna- 
tional tribunal, and certain Jewish organi- 
zations are actively seeking to bring them 
to justice. That is as it should be. But would 
it be “justice” for future generations of 
Jews, hundreds of years from now, to con- 
tinue to harass the children and grandchil- 
dren of these men, or the entire German 


people, to atone foe the evils of the Holo- 
caust? With the notion of “affirmative ac- 
tion” as a historical precedent, that is ex- 
actly what might happen. 


Affirmative action—affirmative dis- 
crimination——has become firmly en- 
trenched in federal, state, and local govern- 
ments. And if anything can be described as 
a universal characteristic of all government 
programs, it is this: Once they are estab- 
lished, their primary function is not to solve 
the problem they were sei up to solve, but to 
keep themselves in existence. If any of the 
bureaucracies in the affirmative action 
“business” were ever to make the fatal 
mistake of elimiyating racism, it would 
luse its justification for existence. It would 
risk losing its funcis and dis-empioying its 
personne!. That, above all else, musi not be 


allowed to happen. The struggle against 
racism will never be over, must never be 
over, as long as any government program 
is at stake. 

Whai, is anything, can we do, as intelli- 
gent citizens of a misguided government, 
to eliminate racism? We can do three 
things. First: We can treat our fellow 
human beings as equals, as we would like 
to be treated ourselves, without regard to 
racial differences—in spite of our govern- 
ment’s best efforts to make us do other- 
wise. Second: We can direct the anger we 
rightfully feel—for being dehumanized by 
affirmative discriminaion—toward the 
governmemt which is causing it, and not 
toward our feilow citizers, who are just as 
much victims as we are. And third: We can 
express that anger at each and every elec- 
tion, by voung > gainst self-serving profes- 


sional politicians who set up and perpetuate 
such programs w keep themselves in 
power. If Shakespeare were writing in 
1589, his famous expression of “something 
rotten” would immonalize Washington or 
Sacramento, rather than Denmark. 


I believe the vast majority of Americans 
sincerely wish to do away with racial dis- 
crimination—if only their government 
would let them. There are also, | admit, still 
plenty of dichard racists around. These 
must be idenufied and dealt with individu- 
ally. Perhaps, as an appropriate punish- 
ment, they should be tarred and feath- 
ered—as long as the rest of us are not tarred 
with the same brush.

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Professors Touch On African Culture In Writing 


Dr. David Covin and Dr. Gabriel Ban- 
nerman-Richter are two professors at 
CSUS who have had writings published on 
the condition of African people. 

Bannerman-Richter, who is originally 
from Ghana, has been teaching at CSUS in 
the English and ethnic studies department 
for 20 years. He teaches courses concern- 
ing the supernatural and African religion 
and philosophy along with his English 
courses. 

He also has had three books published 
and has done extensive traveling and re- 
search to acquire information for his writ- 
ings. His books, “The Practice of Witch- 
craft In Ghana”, “Don’t Cry, My Baby, 
Don’t Cry” and “Mmoetia, The Mysterious 
Little People,” focus on the supernatural 
cultures and traditions of Ghana. 

While researching for “The Practice of 
Witchcraft” Bannerman-Richter spent 
ume with a witch in Ghana, learning the 
rituals and ceremonies. 

“I was a visiting professor,” he said, 
“and I was interested in doing research on 
witchcraft. One of my students told me 
about a witch. I interviewed the witch and 
she told me about witchcraft and what she 
did with her powers.” 

His final book deals with the Mmoetia 
(fairies, elves or dwarves). He claims in this 
book that although “little peopie” are stan- 
dardiy thought to be fictional, they do exist 
in Ghana. He tells of how he seeks and 
ulumately finds the Mmoetia. 

Bannerman-Richter originally came 
from Ghana to attend dental school, but 
when he arrived in the states, he found that 
he had lost his scholarship.

“There are revolutions in Africa quite 
often,” he said “The government that had 
given me the scholarship was overthrown 
in coup d'etat. The new regime assumed 
thai I was sympathetic to the old govern- 
ment, and therefore, they withdrew my 
scholarship.” 

He worked as a wherehouse man to 
support hims« if, and it became difficult for 
him to go to pre-med classes during the day. 

Bannerman-Richter said, “I like to read. 
Ever since I was a child I've enjoyed read- 
ing, So it wasn’t that difficult tochange to an 
English major.” 

Bannerman-Richter received his Mas- 
ter’s degree from Davis and began his 
teaching career at Sacramento City Col- 
lege. 

Covin's published work is entitled 
“Brown Sky” and concentrates on the ra- 
cism and segregation in the army during 
World War II. 

The story takes place during the era of 
the Jim Crow laws, and investigates the 
insanity of a man fighting to preserve the 
very laws that keep him oppressed. 

Covin, who teaches in the ethnic studies 
department, is originally from Chicago and 
came to CSUS in 1970. 

“The central thing that caused me to 
choose this particular subject matter,” said 
Covin, “was wanting to understand what 
had happened to a number of young black 
men during the war, and wanting to under- 
stand what there experiences had been like 
and how it had effected their lives.” 

The main character in Covin’s book is 
modeled after Covin’s uncle who was in the 
army during World War II.

“Everyone in my family remarked that 
afier my uncle came back from the war he 
had changed,” said Covin, “I was a little 
kid, so I didn’t know what he had been like 
before the war, but there were certain things 
about him that I could clearly observe were 
different from everybody else. He didn’t 
eat. He ate only rarely, and he seemed to 
subsist on beer and cigareties. Our family 
considered it a great accomplishment if 
anybody could get him to eat an egg.” 

Covin said that his uncle lived a produc- 
tive life. He finished college and had a 
family and was the first certified public 
accountant in Chicago but his personal 
existence was greatly distorted by the war.

He died at a very young age. 

Covin said, “All my life, I have always 
wondered what he had been like before the 
war.” 

Although this is Covin’s first published 
writing, he has accomplished much aca- 
demic writing. Covin’s academic writing 
focuses mainly on the African American 
and the international plight of the African. 

Covin’'s fictional writing focuses on the 
condition of the African American. 

Covin said, My writing seeks to try to 
understand the African American experi- 
ence from its roots and talk about what our 
past has been like in this country because I 
think it is not widely known.” 
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Biagi Chosen To Interview Early Women Journalists

Shirley Biagi, chair of the jour- 
nalism department, was recently 
chosen by the Washington Press 
Club Foundation as one of four 
people to conduct oral history 
interviews with pioneering 
women journalists. 

Of the four people conducting 
the interviews, Biagi is the only 
journalist. The other three are oral 
historians. 

She is also the only interviewer 
locaied on the West Coast, which 
she said may have helped her 
chances. 

The project hopes to recapture 
a poruon of history by profiling 
accomplished women journalists 





and providing th>t information for i 
future scholars. 
The interviews are being con- 
ducted in three tiers of 20, startung 
with those women who were ac- 
tive journalists before 1940. 
Broadcast journalists will be in- 
cluded in the next two tiers. 
Not only are the actual inter- 
views being videotaped, but

Biagi’s first assignment was Katherine Beebe Pinkham Harnmis, the 
first woman to work in San Francisco’s Associated Press bureau. 

Harris covered subjects such as Tokyo Rose, the Lindburgh kidnap- 
ping, and labor demonstrations. 

She also covered the coronation of Queen Elizabeth II, but had to 
pay the travel and hotel expenses herself. 

After being forced to retire from the Kansas City Star at 55 — men 
didn't have to retire until 65 — Haris continued working in order to 
supplement her $88 weekly retirement pension. 

After her “retirement,” Hariis held five press jobs and worked for 
Sen. Clair Engle, Adlai Stevenson and Gov. Pat Brown. She eventually 
became a public information officer for Stanford University, her 
current home. 

Harris dirves a white 1986 Dodge convertible and is concerned 
about getting speeding tickets since she drives fast. The only driving 
lesson she’s ever had was a half-hour lesson from the dealer before she 
bought her first car. 

Harris has been twice married and now enjoys voluntary retirement 


at 88. 
Biagi was amazed that Harris accomplished so much, yet had no 
female role models in her field. By being a pioneering woman journal- 
ist, Harris made it easier for the next woman who followed, said Biagi. 
“We owe a strong debt to Kay Harris,” Biagi said. “There are too 
many forgotten women.” 
Biagi hopes that CSUS can be a repository for women journalists. 
“We need a place for that (history) to be recaptured and now is the . 
time,” Biagi said.

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Students Campaign To SaveTrees 


(CPS) — The environmental 
movement, burgeoning at scores 
of colleges nationwide, came 
home to roost at Louisiana State 
and Southern Illinois universities 
in mid-November. 

LSU and SIU students sepa- 
rately protested campus construc - 
Lion projects that, they said, would 
destroy too many trees. 

On Nov. 15, 75 students and 
faculty from LSU's School of 
Landscape Architecture marched 
to object to plans to build an ath- 
leuc building that, they said, would 
destroy four 40- year-old oak trees. 

“Save our trees,” the protesters 
chanted as they appcaied wo pas- 
sersby to sign a petition. 

“The oaks,” said landscape 
architecture Prof. Sadik Artunc, 
“are a symbol of the university 
and one of our best images.”

After receiving the petition, 
LSU Chancelior Bud Davis sent a 
letter to Chad Danos, head of the 
student chapter of the American 
Society of Landscape Architects, 
promising him that “other alter- 
natives” will be considered. 

Building opponents are not 
mollified. “We're taking a wait- 
and-see attitude,” said one LSU 
professor. 

Ai Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity in Edwardsville, plans to build 
a 180-acre golf course has stu- 
dents worried that the green will 
Cut inwo some of the university's 
1,300 acres of woodland. 

SIU spokesman Sam Smith 
said only one of five proposals 
would require the destruction of 
part of the wooodland area. Even 
with that proposal, he claimed, 
“there wouldn't be any widescale 


removal.” 

Last year the University of 
Washington temporarily stopped 
Cutung down trees on campus after 
protests from students and fac- 
ulty. The trees were being removed 
to clear the area for a $36 million 
five-story expansion of the uni- 
versity’s main library. 

Student protests over campus 
construcuion projects remain 
somewhat rare, said Stephanie 
Gretchen of the Association of 
Physical Plant Administrators of 
Universities and Colleges in Vir- 
ginia. 

But with mounting concern for 
the environment, that could 
change. “Colleges and universi-
